NO FAVORS IN 
JOLIET PRISON 


Loeb and Leopold to Receive 


Same Treatment as Others. 


FIRST NIGHT IN “SOLITARY” 


W ill Be Separated Possibly Never to 
Meet 
Again for Years, 
Although 
Under the Same Roof—Youth Alone 
Saved the Pair From the Gallows, 
Chief Justice 
Caverly 
Says—Sen­ 
tence Reviewed.

kidnaping, Nathan Leopold and 
Richard 
Loeb, 
slayers 
of 
Robert 
Franks, the schoolboy, will receive 
exactly the same treatm ent accorded 
other prisoners in the state prison 
At Joliet. 
W arden John L. W hitman said the 
boys would 
lie 
assigned to manual 
labor of some kind in the shops. Their 
first night in prison will be spent In 
“ court solitary,” and it is in “court 
solitary” that they will first be Bep­ 
art ed. possibly never to meet or speak 
to another gain for years, although 
under the roof of the same institu­ 
tion. 
“Court solitary” is a rem nant 
of an old statute providing that each 
prisoner must spend his first day and 
one day in each year in prison in sol­ 
itary confinement. 
The youths will 
be placed in separate rooms for their 
first night here. 
Under the double sentence Leopold 
and Loeb can not be released on pa­ 
role until they have served m ore than 
37 years in the Joliet penitentiary. 
T h e life term alone would have per­ 
m itted such release after about 20 
years. 
Their youth alone saved them 
from 
tho 
gallows. 
Judge Caverly 
urged that the parole privilege be 
never extended to the salf-confessed 
doers of what he called “an abhorent 
c r i m e ” 
He found no mitigating cir­ 
cum stances in the evil dffed itself, its 
motive or lack of motive, or in the 
personalities and antecedents of the 
boys- but he said he chose imprison­ 
ment instead of d ea th because of the 
age of the defendants. 
The judge said: 
T h is determina 
Hon appears to he in accordance with 
the progress of criminal law- all over 
the world and with the dictates of en­ 
lightened humanity. 
More than that. 
it seems to be in accordance with the 
precedents hitherto observed in this 
state 
The records of Illinois show 
onlv two cases of minors who were 
put to death 
by legal 
process, to 
which number the court does not feel 
Inclined to make an addition.” 


State H as No Appeal. 
The court held that the analyses of 
the hoys’ lives and present mental, 
emotional and ethical condition w'as 
an “ invaluable contribution to crim ­ 
inology,” hut he declared that appli­ 
cation of such m aterial to crime was 
a subject for legislative, rather than 
judicial determination. 
Robert E. Crowe, state’s attorney, 
and formerly himself an occupant of 
the place held by Judge Caverly. said: 
"While I do not Intend and have no 
desire to criticize the decision St the 
court, I Still believe that death is the 
only penalty feared by m urderers.” 
The state has no appeal from the 
court's decision. 
The sentences constituted a com­ 
plete victory for the defense, whose 
sole fear was a sentence of death by 
hanging, as the offenses of m urder 
and kkinapipg are capital crimes in 
Illinois. 
The boys pleaded guilty to 
both offenses. 
Judge Caverly explain­ 
ed that he did not mete out the death 
sentence because the two millionaire 
youths are under age. 
Members of the two families hur­ 
ried from the court and drove home. 
“I am glad it is all over,” Leopold, 
Sr., declared. 
Allan Loeb said: 
“It 
was a Just sentence. 
There was noth­ 
ing else for the court to do.” 
Jacob 
Loeb, uncle of Richard, said: 
“There 
Is nothing to say. 
We are thankful.” 
Clarence Darrow, the veteran crim ­ 
inal lawyer, who fought against hang­ 
ing the boys. refused to be congrat­ 
ulated. 
Smiling only 
faintly when 
friends crowded about him to shake 
his hand, .Darrow* bowed his head, 
saying: 
“No, no— it isn’t a victory. 
Please don’t 
congratulate 
me. 
Of j 
course 
we’re 
glad 
they 
were 
not 
doomed to death, but how can it be a 
victory when two boys are sentenced 
to spend the rest of their lives behind 
prison bars and cold stone walls.”

EXPLORERS SEEK HARDY 
PLANTS IN HORTH GRINA 


Department of Agriculture Men Hope 
to Find Many Valuable Strains 
of Cereals There. 


Washington.—To seek new plants 
for cultivation In tills country, P. H. 
Dorsett, for 25 years with the office 
of foreign seed and plant introduction 
of the United States Deportment of 
^griculure, and his son, J. II. Dorsett. 
left this country recently for Shang­ 
hai, where they will begin a three-year 
plant exploration trip in China. 
Mr. 
Dorsett is a well-known scientist and 
was one of the foundation builders of 
the bureau of plant Industry, says the 
announcement of the department tell­ 
ing of the trip. 
He has been on sev­ 
eral plant exploration trips and made 
an extensive search in Brazil. 
In the course of a long stay In north­ 
ern China the two Investigators will 
search particularly for hardy plants 
for cultivation in this country’s north­ 
ern Great Plains region. 
The work 
will differ from ordinary 
plant 
ex­ 
ploration, It is explained, In th at in­ 
stead of traveling widely the scien­ 
tists will concentrate on a small area 
and study intensively the more Impor­ 
tant crop plants there. 
Other inves­ 
tigators in China have shown 
that 
there are in the gardens, fields and 
orchards of that country many va­ 
rieties of fruits, vegetables and field 
crops still unknown and which may 
prove valuable In this country. 
“Many Interesting strains of wheat, 
barley and other cereals are known to 
exist 
In 
Manchuria 
and 
northern 
China,’’ says the department. 
“Some 
of these are likely to prove of great 
value in the United States. Soy beans, 
rapidly becoming an important crop In 
this country, are extensively cultivat­ 
ed In northern China, and many va­ 
rieties will be introduced for trial. 
Hardy forage crops likely to prove of 
value In the Great Plains region als > 
will he secured. 
The Dorsetts will 
search for these plnnts and will send 
roots, cuttings or seeds for propaga­ 
tion and trial In department gardens. 
"The department has in mind hardy 
Chinese bush cherries, which prelimi­ 
nary Investigations have shown to he 
adapted as far north as Mandan, N. 
r>.. and whose fruit Is similar to the 
sour cherry of this country and used 
in the same way. 
Attempts will he 
made to 
find superior varieties of 
blight-resistant 
Chinese 
chestnuts. , 
which the gradual destruction of the 
chestnuts of this country by blight has 
rendered Important to secure. 
“Attention also will be given to the 
introduction of hardy shade and wind­ 
break trees able to withstand the se­ 
verity of the winters of the northern 
Great Plains region. 
It is probable 
that Manchuria may 
furnish 
many 
such trees. 
For the Western states 
the explorers expect to 
obtain 
su­ 
perior varieties of Japanese persim­ 
mons and of the Chinese Jujube. Other 
Chinese fruits of probable value for 
which they will search are peaches, 
pears, apricots and plums, all of which 
exist in wide variety. 
Many varieties 
of these fruits are now being grown 
here, but large numbers of them are 
yet to be tested. 
“The explorers go 
provided 
with 
necessary m aterials for packing and 
shipping seeds and plants which will 
be shipped from Shanghai to Washing­ 
ton, where they w ” ! be inspected and 
freed from any diseases or pests h, - 
fore they are sent to the gardens for 
preliminary trial and propagation. 
On 
this exploration Mr. Dorsett and his 
son will travel In the 
provinces of 
Chihli and Shansi, and In Manchuria.”

New York.—Only 4,227.702 of the 
24.000.000 school children in the United 
States received eye tests in 1923, ac­ 
cording to a preliminary report issued 
by tile Eye Sight Conservation Coun­ 
cil of America embodying the Initial 
findings of a nationwide survey of eye 
conservation in education and indus­ 
try. 
The survey, wdiich covers the re­ 
sults of testing the eyes .if more than 
10.000.000 students extending over a 
period of IO years, discloses, It is as­ 
serted. that the eyesight of children 
in the public schools throughout the 
nation is being neglected. 
“The eyesight of children 
in 
the 
public schools throughout the United 
States is not being given proper atten­ 
tion," says tile report. 
‘‘Even simple 
tests to detect the most evident cases 
of defective vision are not made gen-# 
erally. 
A very low percentage of the 
total 
enrollment 
receives 
eyesight 
tests of any kind. In the schools where 
tests are made there are wide differ­ 
ences in the results obtained, 
This 
Indicates that In many schools the ! 
tests are made very superficially and I 
that a uniform procedure is not ob- I 
served in making the tests." 
Cause of Retardation. 
John J. Ti^ert, United States com­ 
missioner of education, and a member 
of the board of councillors 
of 
the 
Eye Sight Conservation Council, says 
that defective vision is 
believed 
to 
contribute tow’ard retardation. 
Com­ 
menting on the disclosure of the sur­ 
vey, which, he points out, should tend 
to develop an Important field of edu­ 
cation which has been too long neg­ 
lected. Commissioner Tlgert deciares: 
‘ Tile establishment of a conscious­ 
ness of the need of attacking physical 
defects among our school c h ild re n as 
a part of our educational program can 
scarcely be over emphasized. 
This is 
peculiarly true with reference to eye­ 
sight, because defective vision inter­ 
feres more with educational progress 
than any other defect of sensation. 
“Experience has clearly es ta bushed 
that tests for defective vision may be 
carried 
out 
advantageously 
by 
the 
teachers. 
It Is important to empha­ 
size that suitable provisions are not 
now made for training teachers, school 
nurses and health inspectors In the 
methods of making tests. 
The council 
is doing a splendid tiling in helping 
to secure such provision.” 
The data from which tile council’s 
report 
was 
prepared 
was gathered 
from widely different sources, includ­ 
ing reports of state departm ents of 
education and state boards of ho- Itll 
since 1907. covering 6.600,000 eye exam­ 
inations, and municipal reports srince 
1907 covering 3,500,000 examinations. 
The most recent statistics were ob­ 
tained through data 
obtained 
from 
public schools of 217 cities. 
Few Receive T ests. 
“Only a small number of school chil- * 
dren receive periodic eyesight tests I 
at regular intervals.” continues the 
council’s 
report. 
The 
council 
lias 
verified tills statem ent in two ways, 
first by a summary of replies from 
state officials and second by a sum ­ 
mary of replies from city school su­ 
perintendents. 
Simple visual acuity 
tests 
reveal 
that 25 per cent of tile school children 
in the United States h ave manifest de­ 
fects of vision and symptoms o f 'eye­ 
strain. 
More thorough examinations 
indicate that over 50 per cent of school 
children have eye defect of sufficient 
degree to w arrant correction. 
There 
Is no uniform method for testing eye­ 
sight. says the report. 
Eye tests as made 
in 
the public 
schools are merely tests for keenness 
of vision and reveal but a portion of 
eye errors, according to tin* council* I 
which says that especially In children 
a large proportion of eye defects are 
hidden, and while the child Is con­ 
tending with the defect, his keenness 
of vision is not affected.
